New York rrets.—U is impossible for 
either the President or his Secretary of 
the Treasury to admit that under any 
circumstances they would consider com- 
promise. Such an admission would be a 
surrender in advance, and every con- 
cession would bo followed by increased 
demands until the silver Senators would 
have everything their own way, and tuo 
Administration would be trampled under 
their feet and held up before the world in 
the Ignominy of defeat by its own party. 
That the Administration and its advisors 
have, nevertheless, taken into considera- 
tion the possibility ot a compromise 
measure passing the Senate is shown by 
the fact that they have privately can- 
vassed the House as to the hypothetical 
fate of such a measure when it comes 
back there. 

The result of the cauvass is, In the 
opinion of the Administration, that a 
compromise bill would suffer further 
amendment by tho House, and that it 
would ultimately land In a Conference 
Committee, wbicli would bo controlled 
by forces friendly to the President. It is 
obvious, of course, that the House 
members of this committee would have a 
majority of Administration men. The 
Senate part ot the Conference Committee 
would probably be composed of Mr. 
Voorbees, a silver Democrat and a gold 
Republican.
